Nine twin- 
engine aircraft with single rudier assembly were also 
parked at the field. ‘these aircraft had possibly been 
transferred from the SCHOSNWALDEe (N 53/2 66) airfield since 
the same number of planes and the same type had been 
previously observed there.
